PEACE NOT IMPOSSIBLE. 


London, Oct. 9.—The Berlin corre- 


spondent of the Evening Standard 
says: 


"Information has been received in 


diplomatic quarters here that Lord 
Salisbury at the last moment hesi- 
tates to enter upon a war with the 
Transvaal. A peaceful solution is 
not therefore, altogether impossible, 
though it is improbable." 


A 'VASTNESS OF PREPARATION.

Looxnro FOB AMMUNITION. 


Lorenzo Marques, Oct. 9.—The 


British steamer Ouelph, from South- 
ampton, Sept. 8, via Teneriffe, Sept. 
8, has arrived here. As it was sup- 
posed she had ammunition on board 
consigned to the Transvaal author- 
ities, the British third class cruiser 
Philomel sailed to intercept her. The 
Gueph, on being signaled to stop, and 
to state what ammunition she carried, 
replied that she had none. She was 
therefore allowed to proceed, the 
Philomel following her into harbor. 
It appears that the ammunition was 
landed at Durban, Natal, as the own- 
ers learned that the cargo would be 
seized at Lorenzo Marques. 


WILL ATTACK THE MINES. 


London, Oct. 9.—The vast great- 


ness of Great 'Britain's military 
preparations, seemingly out of all 
proportion to the work in hand in 
South Africa, was not fully realized 
by the public until the war office an- 
nounced that 85,000 reserves had al- 
ready* been summoned to rejoin the 
colors: 
, 


As a matter of fact, Gen. Sir Red- 


vers Bnller will have command of 
twice as many British soldiers as the 
duke of Wellington, the conqueror of 
the first Napoleon, ever saw collected 
on one battlefield. 


The reasons back of this lavish dis- 


* play are probably a fear of a native 


uprising and possibly a conviction of 
the advisability of showing Europe 
.that Great Britain is prepared to re- 
sent any action resulting from the 
prevalent continental ill will. 


AMERICAN FRIENDSHIP.

American department of state and 
the friendly statements of President 
McXinley and Secretary of State 
Hay, published here, are heartily 
welcomed U a happy return for Great 
Britain's refusal to sanction conti- 
nental intervention in the war be- 
tween the United States and Spain. 


Aft the Boers failed to attack Natal 


•when the colony was vulnerable, It 
is beginninf to be felt that they are 
pursuing a deliberate policy of wait- 
ing for the British proposals, remain- 
ing in,th'e meantime on the defensive, 


" in the hope of thus winning the sym- 


pathies of the world, and perhaps, 
the support of other nations, and 
leaving to Great Britain the ig- 
nomy of starting hostilltis. 


If they await the advance of Gen. 


Sir Redvers Boiler, it is conceivable 
that peace will aot be broken during 
the present year. Should that prove 
the case and should the alleged wast- 
age in the Boer commandoes continue 
the force confronting the British

EL-KARNAK FALLING. 


Cairo, Oct. 9.—News has just reach- 


ed here of the recent fall of nine col- 
umns of the great hypostyle hall of 
the temple of El-Karnak, built by 
Setee I, dynasty XIX, one of the 
most magnificent and celebrated rel- 
ics of the architecture of 
ancient 


Egypt. The great hall of El-Karnak, 
which is the most notable of 
the 


monuments of the Thebes of its class, 
is 170 feet long and 329 feet wide. 
The stone roof, now partially 
in 


ruins, was originally supported by 
134 columns, the loftiest of which 
were nearly seventy feet high and 
about twelve in diameter. Built by 
Setee I, and sculptured partly in his 
reign, work upon it was continued 
by his son and successor, Rameses II. 
The hall commemorates, not in its 
grandeur alone, but also by its sculp- 
tures, the magnificence and power of 
those two Fharoahs. The sculptures 
o* the interior of the walls reprsent- 
ed those monarch* making offerings 
to the god*. 


Chicago, Oct. 9.—Surrounded by 


men who guide the diplomatic rela- 
tions of three governments, and in 
the presence of thousands of specta- 
tors, President William McKinley to- 
day'formally laid the cornerstone of 
the magnificent new federal building 
of Chicago. 


The event was the crowning fea- 


ture of the week's celebration mark- 
ing the annual observance of Chicago 
day. Long before the hour set for 
the ceremonies the streets surround- 
ing the block on which the 
steel 


skeleton of the new building stands 
were packed from curb to curb with 
pushing, jostling people anxious to 
get a glimpse of the nation's presi- 
dent and the distinguished visitors 
from other countries. Every window 
in the gaily decorated sky-scrapers 
surrounding the federal building was 
taken advantage of. Even on the 
steel girders of the federal building 
itself were perched hundreds of ven- 
turesome curiosity seekers. 


THE NOTABLES. 


In the angle formed by the south 


and west wings of the federal build- 
ing at Jackson boulevard and Dear- 
born street and in front of the Union 
League club building 
reviewing 


stands had been erected for the ac- 
commodation of tlie 
distinguished 


visitors, including 
Vice-President 


Mariscal and party, of Mexico; Pre- 
mier Laurier, of Canada, and other 
notables of that country; members of 
President McKinley's cabinet and the 
diplomatic corps at Washington, sen- 
ators and congressmen and other in- 
vited guests, and when President Mc- 
Kinley threw the first trowel full of 
mortar under the uplifted block of 
limestone and pronounced the corner- 
stone set, one of the most notable 
gatherings ever in Chicago looked on. 


MR. M'KINLEY APPEARS. 


Shortly before 10 o'clock a roar of 


cheers from down Jackson boulevard 
announced the coming of President 
McKinley and his party. It was 
with considerable difficulty that the 
troops of cavalry and 
the 
police 


forming the president's escort could 
clear a space wide enough for the 
carriages containing the president 
and members of his cabinet and other 
guests to pass, and as the carriages 
slowly made their way up the boule- 
vard toward the federal building the 
applause became terrific and con- 
tinuous. The president frequently 
arose and doffed his hat in response. 
At the entrance of the Union League 
club the president and the members 
of hi* party alighted and after a 
brief reception were escorted across 
Jackson boulevard to the platform 
in front of the federal building. 
A 


perfect hurricane of cheers greeted 
the president as he was escorted to 
the diaz at the side of which the 
cornerstone was suspended ready for 
the ceremony. 


The president warmly greeted the 


official*, then turned and bowed to 
the group of brawny-armed workmen 
who were to complete the laying of 
the cornerstone. 


Judge Christian C. Kohlsaat, chair- 


man of the committee on ceremonies, 
introduced Secretary of the Treasury 
Lyman J. Gage as presiding officer 
for the cornerstone exercises. 
The 


secretary was warmly cheered as he 
stepped forward. 


SECRETARY GAGE SPEAKS. 
Secretary Gage said in part: 
"The long history of human society 


is beet known to us by the monu- 
ments which past generations have 
left behind them. These monuments 
whether in form of temple or pyra- 


form. Each age, each social organ- 
ism ha* acted after its own ideals, 
and in strict conformity to its own 
state of advancement. 


"It is in accord with this inner law, 


written by the Creator in the heart 
of man that we are here today- 
joined as one—to lay the corner stone 
of the temple to others builded by 
the nation. 
Designed to serve the 


present needs of a civic state, it will 
nevertheless, witness to the future 
the best conceptions of a free people 
living in this western land in the 
closing yean of the Ninteenth cen- 
tury. 


"The monument is full of inspiring 


thoughts, eloquent with words wait- 
ing for the orator to utter them. If 
such words could be mine, it would 
not be my privilege to speak them. 
Restrained by official duty, I cannot 
even voice my own emotions, excited 
as'they are by the remembrance that 
for more than forty years this spot, 
to be honored by the genius of the 
architect and skill of the artisan, has 
been as familiar to me as has been 
my dally life. The city we love is to 
have a temple worthy of her great- 
ness. The nation we love is to fit- 
tingly express on this spot her best 
conception of art made to serve util- 
ity. 


"Representatives of other nations 


are here to do ua honor and to share 
with us our joy and pride. The hon- 
ored chief executive of our own re- 
public is here to put the trowel's first 
touch to the noble edifice. 
I have 


said that art is here to be made the 
servant to utility. 
In this great 


building the public business of the 
people is to be transacted. The fed- 
eral court, the agency of the reve- 
nues, and last but not least, the 
great postal department is here to 
efficiently administer its important 
function." 


At the conclusion of Secretary 


Gage's brief address, Rev. Frank W. 
Gunsaulus offered a brief but impres- 
sive prayer, the president and all 
the members of his party uncovering 
as Dr. Gunsaulus asked a blessing 
on the ceremony.

MR. VESEY'S CAREER. 


William J. Vesey came to Fort

All that relates to th 
English judiciary is of great interes 
to American lawyers and ou»* only re 
gret is that we are not able to see and 
do more in this direction. 


"The universal respect for law in 


England is a great object lesson to 
America. The sturdiness of the Eng- 
lish character in both domestic and 
foreign affairs is certainly a worthy 
example to the world. 


"Our duties while in Paris and the 


inadequate news resources of the 
I 


Parisian press have left us with lit- 
tle more knowledge regarding oc- 
currences in the United States than 
when we left. I am personally, 
therefore, without information that 
would enable me to add anything to 
the views expressed by me regarding 
the Philippine situation while at 
home. Undoubtedly the trouble" with 
most Americans is the lack of full 
information upon which to judge as 
to the policy of the future toward the 
islands. 


"Some persons claim to have the 


knack of judging maturely respect- 
ing a situation on the spur of the 
moment. I have never professed to 
be so fortunate, and I am glad the 
responsibility of dealing with the 
Philippines does not lie with me. 


"Concerning 
political 
affairs in 


France, I am unable to speak, inter- 
esting and instructive as they cer- 
tainly are, for the reason that, if I 
should praise, the public would say 
I was only returning recent hospi- 
tality, and, if I should criticise, it 
would be regarded as bad taste after 
so many days passed, so to speak, at 
court. 


"I am looking forward with pleas- 


urable expectations to the rest of the 
homeward trip, which we hope will 
benefit us materially before the be- 
ginning of the winter session of the 
supreme court."

"The effect of this proposition as it 


has been met and obeyed by a number 
of the members of the First church of 
Raymond has been so remarkable that, 
is you know, the attention of the whole 
country has been directed to the move- 
ment. I call it a 'movement' because 
from the action taken today it seems 
probable that what has been tried here 
in the First church in Raymond will 
reach out into the other churches and 
cause a revolution in church methods, 
but more especial;/ in a new definition 
of Christian disciplesijp. 


In the first place, Mucwell tells me 


he was astonished at tbd response made 
to his proposition. Some of the most 
prominent members in the church made 
the promise to do as Jesus would 
Among them were Edward Norman, 
the editor of The Daily News, which 
has made such a sensation in the news- 
paper world; Milton Wright, one of 
the leading merchants in Raymond; 
Alexander Powers, whose action in the 
matter of the railroads against the in- 
terstate commerce laws made such a 
stir about a year ago: Miss Page, one 
of Raymond's leading society heiresses, 
who has lately dedicated her entire for- 
tune, as I understand, to the Christian 
daily paper and the work of reform in 
the slum district known as the Rec- 
tangle, and Miss Winslow, whose repu- 
tation as a singer is now national, but 
who. in obedience to what she has de- 
cided to be Jesus' probable action, has 
devoted her talent to volunteer work 
among tho girls and women who make 
up a large part of the city's worst and 
most abandoned population. 


"In addition to these well known 


people has been a gradually increasing 
number of Christians from the First 
church and lately from other churches 
in Raymond A large proportion of 
these volunteers who pledge themselves 
to do as Jesus would comes from the 
Endeavor societies. The young people 
say that they have already embodied in 
their society pledge the same principle 
n the words, 'I promise him that I will 
trive to do whatever he would have 
me do.' This is not exactly what is in- 
cluded in Maxwell's proposition, which 
s that the disciples shall try to do what 
lesus would probably do in the disci 
lies' place, but the result of an honest 
obedience to either pledge, he claims, 
will be practically the same, and he is 
not surprised that the largest numbers 
lave joined the new discipleship from 
the Endeavor society. 


I am sure the first question yon will 


ask is, 'What has been the result of 
this attempt, what has it accomplished, 
or how has it changed in any way the 
regular course of the church or the com- 
munity?' 


Yon already know something from 


reports of Raymond that have gone over 
the country what the results have been, 
but one needs to come here and learn 
something of the changes in individual 
lives, and especially the change in the 
church life, to realize all that is meant 
by this following of Jesus' bteps so lit- 
erally. To toll all that would be to 
write a long story or series of stories. 
I am not in u position to do that, but 1 
can give you some idea perhaps of what 
has happened here from what has been 
told me by my friends and Henry Max- 
well himself. 


"The result of the pledge upon the 


First church has teen twofold—it has 
brought about a spirit of Christian fel- 
lowship which Maswell tells me never 
before existed and which now impresses 
him as being very neatly what the 
Christian fellowship of the apostolic 
churches must have been, and it has 
divided the church into two distinct 
groups of members Those who have 
not taken the pledge regard the others 
as foolishly literal in their attempts to 
imitate the example of Jesus 


"Some of them have drawn out of 


the church and no longer attend, or 
they have removed tUeir. membership 
entirely to other churches Some are 
an internal element of strife, and 1 
henrd rumors of an attempt on their 


very marked. I heard him preach ttt 
our state association four years ago. He 
impressed me at the time as having 
consideranle power in dramatic deliv- 
ery, of which he himself was sonwwhttt 
conscious. His sermon was well writ- 
ten and abounded in what the seminary 
students used to call 'fine passages. 
The effect of it was what the average 
congregation would call pleasing. This 
morning I heard Maxwell preach again 
for the first time since then. I shall 
apeak of that further on. He is not the 
same man. He gives me the impression 
of one who has passed through a crisis 
of revolution. He tells me this revolu- 
tion is simply a new definition of Chris- 
tian discipleship. He certainly has 
changed many of his old views. Hi» at- 
titude on the saloon question is radical- 
ly opposite to the one he entertained a 
year ago. and in his entire thought of 
his ministry, his pulpit and parish 
work I find he has made a complete 
changa 
So far as I can understand, 


the idea that is moving him on now is 
the idea that the Christianity of pur 
times must represent a more literal im- 
itation of Jesus, and especially in the 
element of suffering. He quoted to me 
in the course of our conversation sev- 
eral times the verse from Peter, 'For 
hereunto were ye called, because Christ 
also suffered for you, leaving you an 
example, that ye should follow his 
steps,' and he seems filled with tho con- 
viction that what our churches ne-d 
today more than anything else is this 
factor of suffering for Jesus in some 
form. 


"I do not know that I agree with 


him altogether; but, my dear C'aston, 
it is certainly astonishing to note tiu 
results of this idea as they have im 
pressed themselves upon this city and 
upon tliis church. 


"Yon ask how about tho results on 


the individuals who have made tl"1 
pledge and honestly tried to be true to 
it. Those results are, as I have said, a 
part of individual history and cannot 
be told in detail Some of them I can 
give you, so that you may see that tins 
form of discipleship is not merely sen- 
timent or fine posing for effect. 


"For instance, take the case of Alex- 


ander Powers, who was superintendent 
of the machine shops of the L. and 1 
R. R. here. When he acted upon the 
evidence that incriminated the road, he 
lost his position, and, more than that. 
I learn from my friends here his family 
and social relations have become so 
changed that the family no longer ap- 
pear in public. They have dropped out 
of the social circle where once they 
were so prominent. By the v;ay, Can- 
ton, I understand in this connection 
that the commission, for one reason 
and another, postponed action on this 
case, and it is now rumored that the 
L. and T. R. R. will pass iuto a receiv- 
er's hands -ery soon. The president of 
the road, who, according to tne evi- 
dence submitted by Powers, was the 
principal offender, has resigned, and 
complications which have arisen since 
point to the receivership. Meanwhile 
the superintendent has gone back to his 
old work as a telegraph operator. I met 
him at the church yesterday. He im- 
pressed me as a man who had, like 
Maxwell, gone through a crisis in chai-

He risked 
his entire fortune in obedience to what 
he believed was Jesus' probable action 
and revolutionized his entire conduct 
of the paper at the risk of a failure. I 
send you a copy of yesterday's paper. 
I want yon to read it, carefully. To my 
mind, it is one of the most interesting 
and remark ible papers ever printed in 
the United States. It is open to criti- 
cism, but what could any mere man 
attempt in ihis line that would be free 
from criticism? Take it all in all, it is 
so far above the ordinary conception of 
a daily paper that I am amazed at the 
result. He tells me that the paper is 
beginning to be read more and more by 
the Christian people of the city. He is 
very confident of its final success. 


"Read his editorial on the money 


question; also the one on the corning 
election in Raymond, when the question 
of license will again be an issue. Both 
articles are of the best from this point 
of view. Ke says he never begins an

"It is in nccord with this inner Inw, 
ritteu by the Creator in the heart 
f man, that we are here today— 
oined as one—to lay the corner stone 
f the temple to others builded by 
he nation. 
Designed to serve the 


resent needs of n civic state, it will 
evertheless, witness to the future 
ie best conceptions of n free people 
iving in this western, land in the 
losing years of the Ninteenth cen- 
ury. 
"The monument is full of inspiring 
noughts, eloquent with words wait- 
ng for the orator to utter them. If 
uch words could be mine, it would 
ot be my privilege to speak them. 
Restrained hy official duty, I cannot 
ven voice my own emotions, excited 
s'they are by the remembrance that 
or more than forty years this spot, 
o be honored by the genius of the 
rchitect nnd skill of the artisan, has 
ecu as familiar to me as has been 
.y daily life. The city we love is to 
nve a temple worthy of her grent- 
ess.

Londoii-this morning, said to a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press 
:lus afternoon: 


"As the United States supreme 


court meets today, we are compellec 
to hurry home without seeing much 
of London, which is n great disap 
pointment to both the chief justice 
and myself. We have, of course, vis 
ited the royal courts of justice, the 
parliament buildings and the Towei 
of London. All that relates to the 
English judiciary is of great interes 
to American lawyers and our1 only re 
gret is that we are not able to see and 
do more in this direction. 


"The universal respect for law in 


England is a great object lesson to 
America. The sturdiness of the Eng- 
lish character in both domestic and 
foreign affairs is certainly n worthy 
example to the world. 


"Our duties while in Paris and the 


inadequate news resources of the 
Parisian press have left us with lit- 
tle more knowledge regarding oc- 
currences in the United States than 
when 
-we left. I am personally, 


therefore, without information that 
would enable me to add anything to 
the views expressed by me regarding 
the Philippine situation while at 
home. Undoubtedly the trouble"with 
most Americans is the lack of full 
information upon which to judge as 
to the policy of the future toward the 
islands. 


"Some persons claim to have the 


knack of judging maturely respect- 
ing a situation on the spur of the 
moment. I have never professed to 
be so fortunate, and I am glad the 
responsibility of dealing with the 
Philippines does not lie with me. 


'Concerning political affairs 
in 


France, I am unable to speak, inter- 
esting and instructive as they ccr- 
tninly arc, for the reason that, if I 
should praise, the public would sny 
I wns only returning recent hospi- 
tality, nnd. if I should criticise, it 
would be regarded as bad taste otter 
so many days passed, so to speak, at 
court. 


"I am looking forward with pleas- 


urable expectations to the rest of the 
homeward trip, which we liope will 
benefit us materially before the be- 
ginning of the winter session of the 
supreme court."

"Tho effect of this proposition as it 


has been met and obeyed by a number 
of tho members of tbo First church of 
Raymond has been so remarkable that, 
as you know, the attention of the whole 
country has been directed to the move- 
ment. I call it a 'movement' because 
from the action taken today it seems 
probable that what has been tried here 
in tbo First church in Raymond will 
reach out into the other chnrchcs and 
rauso a revolution in church methods, 
bat more especially in a new definition 
of Christian ,;;r-iplcship. 


"In the flnt ploco. Maxwell tolls me 


he was astonished a) tho response niado 
to his proposition. Some of tho most 
prominent members in thcchnrch made 
the promise to <lo as Jesns wonld 
Among them wero Edward Norman, 
the editor of Tho Daily NCWH, which 
bus nuulo such n sensation in the news- 
paper world: Milton Wright, one of 
tho leading merchants in Raymond; 
Alexander Powers, whose action in tho 
matter of tho railroads against the in- 
terstate commerce laws urndo such » 
stir about n year ago; Miss Page, ono 
of Raymond's lending society heiresses, 
who has lately dedicated her'cntiro for- 
tune, as I understand, to tho Christian 
daily paper and tho. work of reform in 
tho slum district known as tho Rec- 
tangle, and Miss Winslow. whoso repu- 
tation as a Ringer is now national, but 
who. in obedience to what sho has de- 
cided to bo .leans' probable action, has 
devoted her talent to volunteer work 
among tbo girls and women who make 
np a largo part of tho city's worst and 
most abandoned population. 


"In addition to thcso well known 


pcoplo has boon a gradually increasing 
nnmbcr of Christians from tho First 
church and lately from other churches 
in Raymond. A largo proportion of 
thoso volunteers who pledge themselves 
to do as .Tesns would comes from the 
Endeavor societies. Tho young pcoplo 
say that they have already embodied in 
their society pledge tho same principle 
in the words. 'I promise him that I will 
strive to do whatever bo wonld have 
me do.' This is not exactly what ia in- 
cluded in Maxwell's proposition, which 
is that tho aisciples shall try to do what 
rlcaiis wonld probably do in tho disci- 
ples' place, but the result of an honest 
obedience to cither pledge, ho claims, 
will be practically tbo same, and ho ia 
not surprised that the largest numbers 
havo joined the new discipleship from 
the Endeavor society. 


"I am sure the first question yon will 


ask is. 'What has been the result of 
this attempt, what has it accomplished, 
or how has it changed in any way the 
regular course of the church or the com- 
munity?' 


"Yon already know something from 


reports of Raymond that have gone over 
the country what the results have been, 
but ono needs to come here and learn 
something of tho changes in individual 
lives, and especially, tho change in the 
church life, to realize all that is meant 
by this following of Jesus' stops so lit- 
erally. To tell all that would bo to 
write a long story or series of stories. 
I am not in n position to do tlmt, bill 3 
can give you some idea, perhaps of what 
has happened here from what has been 
told, me by my friends and Henry Max- 
well himself. 


"The resnit of tho pledge upon the 


First church has boon twofold—it has 
brought abpat a spirit of Christian fel- 
lowship which Maxwell tolls me never 
before existed and which npw impresses 
him as being" very nearly what the 
Christian fellowship of the apostolic 
churches must have been, and it lias 
divided the church into two .distinct 
groups of members. Those who have 
not taken tho pledge regard the others 
as foolishly literal in their attempts to 
imitate the example of Jesns. 


"Somo of them have drawn out of 


the church and no longer attend, or 
they havo removed their, membership 
entirely to other churches.. . Somo are 
an internal element of strife, and 1 
heard minors of an nt tempt on their 
part to force Maxwell's resignation. 1 
do not know that this clement ia very 


very marked. I heard him preach at 
our state association fonr years ago. Ho 
impressed me at the time as havirtg 
considerable power in dramatic deliv- 
ery, of which he himself wussomcwbut 
conscious. His sermon was well writ- 
ten ami abounded in what the seminary 
stndents used to call 'ibie passages.' 
The effect of it was what the average 
congregation wonki call pleasing. This 
morning I heard Maxwell preach again 
for the first timo since then. I shall 
spenk of that further on. He is not the 
same man. He gives me the impression 
of one who has passed through a crisis 
of revolution. He tells me this revolu- 
tion is simply a-new definition of Chris- 
tian discipleship. He certainly has 
changed many of his old views. Hifc at- 
titude on the saloon question is radical- 
ly opposite to the one he entertained n 
year ago, and in his entire thought of 
his ministry, his pulpit and parish 
work I find he has made a complete 
change. So for as: I can understand, 
the idea that is moving him on now is 
the idea that the Christianity of pnr 
times mnst represent a more literal im- 
itation of Jesus, and especially in the 
element of suffering. He quoted to me 
in the course of our conversation sev- 
eral times the verse from Peter, 'For 
hereunto wero ye called, becanso Christ 
also suffered for you,, leaving you an 
example, that ye should follow his 
steps,' and he seems filled with tho con- 
viction that what our clmrchcs nerd Oilice Flione 261 
today more than anything else is this 
factor of suffering for Jesns in some 
form. 
. > 


"I do not know that I agree with 


him altogether; but, jny .dear Cast0:1, 
it is certainly astonishing to noto the 
results of this idea as they have im- 
pressed themselves upon this city mid 
upon tliis clmrcli. 


"You ask how about the results on 


the individuals who ' havo mado th" 
pledge and honestly tried to bo true to 
it. Those results are, ns I hnvo said, a 
part of individual history and cannot 
be told in detail. Some of them I can 
givo yon. MO that you may see that this 
form of discipleship is not merely sen- 
timent or fine posing for effect. 


"For instance, take the case of Alex- 


ander Powers, who was superintendent 
of the machine shops of the L. and 1- 
R. R. hero. When ho acted npon tho 
Qvidcnco that incriminated tbo road, he 
lost his position, and, inoro than that. 
I learn from my frie.nds bcro his family 
and social relations havo become no 
changed that tho family no longer ap- 
pear in public. They hnvo dropped out 
of tho social circle where onco tbpy 
wero so prominent By tho way. Car- 
ton, 1 understand in this connection 
that tho commission, for one reason 
and another, postponed action on this 
case, and if. is now rnmorcd that the 
L. and T. R. R. will pnss into a receiv- 
er's hands very BOOH. The president of 
tho road, who, according to tho evi- 
dence submitted by Powers, was the 
principal offender, has resigned, and 
complications which havo arisen sinco 
point to tho receivership. Meanwhile 
tho superintendent bap gone back to bis 
old work as a telegraph operator. I mot 
him nt the church yesterday. Ho im- 
pressed mo as n man who' had, like 
Maxwell, gone through n crisis in char- 
actor. 1 conld not help thinking of him 
as being good material for tbo diurrh 
of tlis first cnntnry, when tho disciples 
had oil things in common. 


"Or tnko tho cose of Mr. Norman, 


editor of Tho Drrfly News. Ho risked 
his entire fortune in obedience to what 
do believed was Jesus' probable action 
and revolutionized bis entire conduct | 
of tho paper at the risk of a- failure. I 
send you a copy of yesterday's paper. 
I wont yon to read id carefully. To my 
mind, it is one of tbo most interesting 
and remark ible papers ever printed in 
the United States. It is open to criti- 
cism, but what could any mere man 
attempt in this line that would be frro 
frcm criticism? Take it nil in all, it is 
so far abovo the ordinary conception of 
a daily paper that I am amazed at the 
result. Ho tells me that tbo paper is 
beginning.to bo read more nnd more by 
the Christian people of the city. He is 
very confident of its final success. 


"Read his editorial on the money 


question; also the one on tho coming 
election in Raymond, when the question 
of license will again bo an issue. Both 
articles ore of the best from this point 
of view. Kc says be never begins an 
editorial or. in fact, any part of his 
newspaper work without first asking, 
'What would Jesus do T The reanlt is 
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certainly apparent 


"Then there is Milton "Wright, ihe 


merchant. He has, I am told, so revo- 
lutionized his business that no man is 
more beloved today in Raymond. His 
own clerks and employees havo affec- 
tion . for Jrim tlmt is very touching. 
During the winter, .while ho was lying 
dangerously ill at his home, scores of 
clerks volunteered to watch or help in 
any possible way, and his retiirn to bis 
store was greoted with, marked demon- 
strations. All this has been brought 
about by tho element of" personal love 
introduced into the business. This love 
is not mere .words, but tbej business it- 
eelf is carrieiti on under a system of, co- 
operation tliat is not a patrjamzing rec-

MAN JORNOD INJURED. 


Between Columbia City and Lar- 


will a very costly wreck occurred on 
the Fittsburg road at an early hour 
this morning. 
The particulars of 


the accident are told in the following 
lines: 


While the third section of freight 


train No. 78 was running along at 
the usual speed, an,eccentric on en- 
gine 340, which was pulling the 
train, gave way, breaking the air 
brake. 
This caused the brakes on 


the cars to tighten up and the train 
was brought to a sudden stop. Be- 
fore train No. 66, which. was follow- 
ing, could be flagged, engine 120, 
which was hauling her, dashed into 
the rear of No.*78, smashing the ca- 
boose and eight cars and tearing up 
the tracks in bad shape. 


Fireman E. A. Jornod, of engine 


340, received a bad scalp and facial 
•wound, which extended from the top 
of his head to his cheek, and Engi- 
neer Frank Enslen, of engine 120, 
had one of his shoulders painfully 
sprained and also received a slight 
wound on the forehead. None of the 
other trainmen or enginemen were 
injured seriously, though Fireman C. 
H. Piatt was slightly bruised and 
scratched. 


The colliding engine went into the 


ditch and is badly wrecked, While the 
caboose and a few of the cars are so 
badly broken up as to place them be- 
yond repair.
